Ws4r. Richard Plannigan 


A Loyal Bernardian and Constant Eviend of this School 


Monsignor Hannigan was born July 22, 
1930, in Burlington, Vermont, but grew up in 
West Fitchburg, as a parishioner of Sacred 
Heart of Jesus Church. A graduate of St. 
Bernard’ s High School, Becker Junior College, 
and the School of St. Philip Neri in Boston, he 
earned his degree in theology and philosophy 
from St. John’s Seminary in Brighton, 
Massachusetts in 1959. 

Monsignor Hannigan was ordained a priest 
of the Diocese of Worcester on Jan. 6, 1959. 
He served at St. Peter’s Church and at St. 
Charles Borromeo before becoming assistant 
pastor of St. Stephen’s Church. 

During his college time, he had served in 
the Air National Guard, and this led him to be 
commissioned a lieutenant in the Chaplain 
Corps of the Navy Reserves in 1967. During 
the Vietnam War, he served as a Marine 
chaplain south of Da Nang, Vietnam, where he 
was wounded by anenemy mine. Recuperation 
was a year-long process, after which he returned 
to the work he loved as chaplain serving on 
bases in Washington, Cuba, Massachusetts, 
South Carolina, Guam, and Maine.He retired 
from the navy as a commander after thirteen 
years of service. During his career, Father 
Hannigan had been awarded the Purple Heart, 
the Navy Commendation Medal with two Gold 
Stars, the Combat Action Ribbon, the 
Presidential Unit Citation, the Meritorious Unit 
Citation, the National Service Medal, the 
Vietnam Service Medal, the Republic of 
Vietnam Cross of Gallantry, the Republic of 
Vietnam Civil Actions Unit Citation, and the 
Republic of Vietnam Campaign Medal. 

In 1981, Father joined the staff at St. 
Bernard’s and served as headmaster in 1982. 
Even as pastor of St. Bernard’s Church, a 
position he held from 1983 until 1996, he 
continued to support the high school and its 
students in any way that he could. Many will 
especially remember seeing Monsignor on the 
sidelines of home football games. 


Excerpts trom Jay Bernard’s Senior Project Dedication, read at Monsignor’s funeral. 


Monsignor Hannigan was the pastor at St. Bernard’s parish until 
he was forced to retire because of complications from an old 
injury.[{I knew him to be] a dedicated man who knew how to have 
fun and be serious at the same time. 

When | first entered St. Bernard’s parish, | was overwhelmed by 
the size of it. Standing in the entrance looking around in amazement, 
| was approached by a kind-looking, grandfatherly man, and 
warmly invited to come in and make myself at home. He wasted 
no time introducing himself as Father Hannigan, pastor of St. 
Bernard's. . .He was extremely patient and very forgiving about all 
the mistakes | remember making as an altar boy. His patience is 
something | will always remember and, hopefully, imitate. 

During my time under Father, he was offered the privilege of 
becoming a monsignor, which he readily accepted.| felt so happy 
and proud to serve [as an altar server] during his induction Mass.
